Mr. Ford says the key to economic health is to hold down 
government spending and leave as much money as possible 
with the working folks. He proposes a $394.2 billion budget 
for fiscal 1977. With a deficit of $43 billion. 
The Democrats say he’s “penny wise and pound foolish. 
They insist the thing to do is let government spend the 
country back to prosperity. They want Caesar to spend about 
$423 billion in 1977. With a deficit of about $70 billion. 
If you ask me, both sides are being conservative — con­ 
servative, that is, in their estimates of total federal spending 
and deficits for 1977. Five will get you ten spending will be 
higher and the red ink will be deeper than either Mr. Ford or 
the Democrats dare predict. In fact, I tend to go along with 
Hans Sennholz, professor of economics at Grove City (PA) 
College. Dr. Sennholz has an uncanny record of accuracy for 
years past. Here are some of his foresights: 
“We expect the total federal deficit for the 1976 fiscal year 
to approach $100 billion....For fiscal 1977 the deficit again 
may approximate $100 billion unless government ex­ 
penditures are drastically reduced. Such deficits necessitate 
massive monetary expansion; that is, inflation. We must 
expect the prices of goods to rise at even faster rates. The 
deficit spending together with other policies that cause 
business captial to be consumed should raise consumer 
prices at double-digit rates.” 
, 
. 
The key to business expansion, and an increase in jobs, is 
capital. It takes an average of at least $30,000 to provide one 
job in industry. What does Dr. Sennholz say about the 
availability of such capital? This: 
“The policy of capital consumption, which tne Ub 
government has embarked upon in earnest in recent years, 
is bearing ominous fruit. The inevitable consequences must 
be business stagnation, stable or declining productivity, and 
falling profits and real incomes.” 
And, what about unemployment? Because of lack of 
capital, rising labor costs, higher payroll taxes, and higher 
unemployment compensation benefits, Dr. Sennholz expects 
unemployment “to stay high, or more even higher.”

“Girl

clearest indication that this 
album was something of a 
rush job, with too little time 
spent on such niceties as 
melody lines. 
There are a few significant 
saving graces on “Desire,” 
however. One is Dylan s new 
band — a collection of 
unknowns, 
including 
a 
beautiful lady violinist who 
plays under the stage name 
of Scarlet Rivera. The band 
has a clean, simple openness 
to its sound and gives the 
album more of a “good old 
days” talkie feel than any 
Dylan LP rn years. 
Dylan also was judicious 
in his selection of backing 
vocalists; both E m m ylou 
Harris and Ronee Blakley 
appear 
on 
“ D esire,” 
providing a depth to the 
vocals that even so unique a 
stylist as Bob Dylan could 
not produce alone. 
Finally, 
no album that 
includes a song as powerful 
as 
“ H urricane” 
could 
possibly be considered a 
failure. The leadoff track to 
the album, “Hurricane” is 
an eight and one-half minute 
song that lays out the story 
of 
Rubin 
“ H urricane” 
Carter, a boxer whom Dylan 
and others contend w as 
framed for a triple murder 
in New Jersey some years 
back. 
Even if you disregard that 
“Hurricane” is Dylan’s first 
real “protest” song in years, 
and ignore its purpose as a 
plea for justice, 
ii is a 
triumphant work of the folk 
singer’s art, 1976-style. The 
sound is driving and electric, 
the story raw and brutal, the 
language (co-w ritten by 
Jacques 
Levy) 
bluntly 
poetic. 
And as a result, “Desire” 
— if not exactly a master­ 
piece — manages to come 
out sounding — and feeling 
— like a success. It gets the 
job done.
